Phy sical tests for all registered 
men in Lee County who hav e been 
placed in Class One by the local board 
will commence nex t Monday morn­ 
ing, at 10 o’clock. 
The men called 
for ex amination will include all those 
who were placed in Class One by the 
local board because of hav ing no de­ 
pendents, but who may be entitled to 
deferred classification on agricultural 
grounds and whose cases are still 
pending before the District Appeal 
Hoard, at Freeport. 
There are 9 00 
men that come in this list. 
The phy sicians will ex amine 150 
men per day and continue the ex am­ 
inations ev ery week day , commencing 
with nex t Monday , until all ('lass One 
men hav e been ex amined. 
Ex am ina­ 
tion will commence at 10 a. m., and 
the men will be notified the day they 
are to appear, by mail from th e Local 
Hoard. 
( ’Ias> l iv e Men 
The eLocal Hoard will also giv e a 
new phy sical ex amination to all men 
who were rejected at the ex amina­ 
tions last August and who hav e been 
placed in Class Fiv e because of phy si­ 
cal disability . 
The new rulings on 
phy sical q ualificatoins make many of 
these men eligible for “ limited mili­ 
tary serv ice.” 
Adv iso ry Hoard Meets 
The Medical Adv isory Board for 
District No. 6, which includes Lee 
and 
Whiteside counties, 
will 
also 
meet ev ery morning at 
10 o ’clock, 
commencing nex t Monday , and all 
men rejected by the local ex amining 
board or claiming appeal from that 
ex amination will go at oace before 
the adv isory board. 
The Medical Adv isory Hoard met 
in Dix on y esterday and ex amined 40 
men, most of whom were from White­ 
side County , and were being ex am­ 
ined for other boards. 
Of these, nine 
were rejected and the rest were rec­ 
ommended for regular or limited mil­ 
itary serv ice. 
These recommenda­ 
tions are subject to the approv al of 
the local board for whom the ex am­ 
ination was made. 
Limited Serv ice Men 
The men who are recommended for 
“ limited serv ice” because of some 
phy sical defect which does not en­ 
tirely incapacitate them for serv ice, 
will not be called with the contingent 
that goes February 23. hut will be 
held for a special call. 
Six teen Per Cent to Go 
Six teen per cent of the Lee County 
district q uota will be sent to Camp 
Grant within fiv e day s after Febru­ 
ary 23. 
The selection board has re­ 
ceiv ed orders to that effect and the 
board is framing up the list which 
will go, the list now being practically 
made up. 
Lee County still has 56 
men to go to camp out of the first 
draft and that will take the orjler 
num bers up to 550. There hav e been 
a great many enlistments and induc­ 
tion of registrants into the serv ice 
and, 
therefore, 
the 
numbers 
are 
higher than ex pected. 
The six teen per cent to ho sent 
soon after February 2 ’> will take 26 
men. 
The rules receiv ed are to the effect 
that no colored men will go to camp 
in the nex t increment, the orders be­ 
ing: for white men only .

Schu rz was typical of this large class. 
You hav e read of his flight from Ger­ 
many, of his short stay in England, 
of his jou rney to America, where he 
climb ed from the b ottom to the top 
and b ecame a memb er of the Senate. 
A v ery ab le and nob le man he \v as. 
When he retu rned to Germany he 
took pains to tell Bismarck of the dif­ 
ference b etween liv ing in a repu b lic 
and liv ing in an au tocracy. You may 
find it in his ‘Conv ersations with Bis­ 
marck,’ after this manner: Liv ing in 
a au tocracy is like riding on a great 
ocean liner. 
All the appointments 
are perfect, b u t you hav e nothing to 
do ru nning the b oat. 
The details are 
qu ite satisfactory, b u t the general di­ 
rection is wrong. 
Liv ing in a democ­ 
racy is like riding on a raft or a flat 
b oat. 
The passengers get their feet 
wet, they take cold, and they sneeze. 
They hav e an u ncomfortab le time, 
b u t they ru n the b oat, and they know 
where it is going. 


These people sympathize deeply 
with the folk of their own b lood in 
the Fatherland, b u t they hav e no 
sympathy with the German gov ern­ 
ment or that for which it stands. 
There Is a small minority, perhaps 10 
per cent of late comers to America, 
attracted not b y its idealism b u t b y 
its opportu nities to make money, who 
hav e not yet b ecome American. For 


it has a gift to make to u niv ersal hu ­ 
manity. That it may make that gift 
it shou ld b e free to dev elop what is 
most u niqu e and preciou s in its life. 
Therefore we say to ou r enemies: 
‘We will not impose ou r cu ltu re u pon 
any other people, and you shall not 
impose you r ku ltu r u pon any other 
people.”

enforcement. 
Chicago crim inals who are sent to penitentiary and then 


pa ro led and sent back to Chicago are responsible for a large percentage 


o f the m u rders and robberies being com m itted in the big city. 
The experi­ 


ence of Chicago su ggests either an am endm ent that ou ght to be made to 


the parole law or a better enforcem ent of it. 
A conv ict once sentenced and 


once paroled shou ld nev er he paroled again. 
T hat is to say, a second con­ 


v iction shou ld depriv e him of the right of parole. 


It is sa id that eighty per cent of the paroled men “ m ake good,” taking 


their pla ces among the people who su pport them selv es by honest methods. 


B u t it is the other twenty per cent who are creating the reign of terro r in 


Chica go a nd who are making frequ ent crim e incu rsions into other parts of 


the sta te.

Fro m o ne of the big cities eighty-nine passenger train s depart ev ery 


da y . It is estim ated tha t twenty-liv e of them cou ld be cu t off withou t 


interfering with the mails or cau sing any seriou s inconv enience to the 


public. 
Nearly all of the twenty-fiv e are practically du plicates. 
Tflu t is, 


they lea v e abou t the same tim e of day as other trains ru n n in g to the same 
po ints. 


It is fu rthe r estim ated tha t the locomotiv es hau ling those twenty-fiv e 
tra ins, if div erted to the coal traffic, wou ld be able to mov e abou t 260,000 


to ns of coal from the mine to the m arket ev ery week. 
T hat is twice as 


much co a l as is needed to su pply all hou sehold needs in that big city and 
Its suburbs. 


It the figu res are correct, and if the condition presented is at all typical 


o f pa ssenger traffic in general, there can be no qu estion abou t the desira­ 


bility o f a drastic cu rtailm ent. 
Many trains hav e already been cu t off in 


a ll pa rts o f the cou ntry, anil the proportion of sleepers, dining cars, chair 


ca rs a nd o ther lu xu riou s accom m odations has been dim inished, bu t the 


pro cess m ight go a good deal fu rther. 
It hu rts a bit those of u s who hav e 


been used to great com fort in trav el. 
Bu t we are called on to conserv e till 
it hurts. 


The benefit of elim inating su perflu ou s trains is not confined to the 


ga in in m otiv e power for freight. 
T here is an indirect gain alm ost as 


impo rta nt. 
On most railroads freight trains are continu ally being ru n 


o nto sidings to let passenger trains go by. 
The consequ ent delay is one 


o f the cau ses of freight blockades. 
The few er the passenger trains,1 the 


better speed the freight trains can make. 
And elim ination of su perflu ou s 


pa ssenger trains does not mean any hardship to labor.

What Is at stnkt 
now is the pen re of the world. 
W hat 
we are striving for is a new interna 
uonui order Dased upon broad and uni 
versal principles of right and justice 
—no mere peace of shreds and patches. 
The peace of the world depends upou 
the just settlement of each of the sev­ 
eral problems to which I adverted iu 
my recent address to the congress 
“They cannot be discussed separate­ 
ly or in corners. None of them consti­ 
tutes ti private or separate interest 
from which the opinion of the world 
may be shut out. 
Whatever affects 
the peace affects mankind, and n oth­ 
ing settled by military force, if set­ 
tled wrong. Is si ttled at oil. 
It will 
presently have to be reopened. 


Re fe rs to Re ic hs ta g Re s olutions . 
“Is Count von Hertling not aw are 
that lie is speaking in the court of 
mankind, that all the awakened n a­ 
tions of the world now sit In judgmen t 
on wliat (-■>e;;\ p, 
^ man of whatever 
nation may say on the issues of a con­ 
flict which lias spread to every re­ 
gion of the World? The relclistag reso­ 
lutions of July thmnselves frankly ac­ 
cepted the decisions of that court. 
1 here shall be no annexations, no con­ 
tributions, no punitive damages, 
Feo- 
ples are not to bo handed about from 
one sovereignty to an other by an in ter­ 
national conference or an un derstan d­ 
ing between rivals an d antagonists. N a­ 
tional aspirations must be respected, 
peoples may now be dominated an d 
governed only by iheir own consent. 


“Self-Determination” Impe ra tiv e . 
“ ‘Self-determination’ is not a mere 
phrase, it is an imperative principle of 
action, which statesmen will hence­ 
forth ignore at their peril. All the par­ 
ties to this war must join in the settle­ 
ment of every issue anywhere involved 
in it, because what we are seeking is a 
peace that we can till unite to guaran ­ 
tee and maintain and every item of it 
must be submitted t o t he common judg­ 
ment whether it be right or fair, an act 
of justice rather than a bargain be­ 
tween sovereigns. 
I he I nited States lias no desire to 
Interfere in European affairs or to act 
as arbiter in European territorial dis­ 
putes. 
she w<» uhl disdain to take ud- 
'an tn ge of any int4w*nal weakness or 
disorder to impose her own will upon 
another people, 
she Is quite ready 


Tins suggested are fiô l The best or the 
most enduring.

But she entered this war because 
she un s made a partn er, whether she 
would or not, in the sufferings and in­ 
dignities Inflicted try the military mas­ 
ters of Germany, again st the peace and 
security of mankind, and the condi­ 
tions of pence will touch her as nearly 
as they will touch any other nation to 
which is entrusted a leading part in 
the maintenance of civilization. 
Site 
cannot see her way to peace until the 
causes of this war are removed, its re­ 
newal renedered, us nearly as may be, 
impossible. 
“The war had its roots in the disre­ 
gard of the rights of small nations and 
of nationalities which lacked the union 
and the force to make good their 
claim to determine their own alle­ 
giances and their own forms of po­ 
litical life. 
"Covenants must now be entered into 
which will ren der such things impos­ 
sible for the 
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f u tu re ; and those cove- 
n n n ts must be backed by the united 
force of all the nnfions that love jus­ 
tice and .are willing to maintain it at 
any cost. 
“Count von Hertling wan ts the es­ 
sential bases of commercial and indus­ 
trial life to be safeguarded by com­ 
mon agreement and guaranty, but he 
cannot expect that to be conceded him 
If the other m atters to be determined 
by the articles of peace are not handled 
in the same way as items in the final 
accounting. 


“ No Founda tion for Pe a c e .” 
“He cannot ask the benefit of com­ 
mon agreement in tlie on** field with­ 
out according it in the other. 
I take 
it for gran ted that he sees that separ­ 
ate and selfish compacts with regard to 
trade an d the essential materials of 
man ufacture would afford no founda- 
ion for pence. 
Neither, he may rest 
assured, will separate and selfish com­ 
pacts with regard to provinces and 
peoples. 
Count Czernin seems to see the 
fundamental elements of pence with 
lear eyes an d does not seek to ob­ 
scure them. He sees that an independ­ 
ent Poland, made up of all the indis­ 
putably Polish peoples who lie con­ 
tiguous to one an other1, is a m atter of 
European concern, and must, of course, 
be conceded; that Belgium must be 
evacuated 
and 
restored, 
no mntter 
what sacrifices and concessions that 
may involve, and that national aspira­ 
tions must be satisfied even within his 
own empire in the common in terest of 
Europe and mankind. 
“Seeing and conceding as he does 
the essential principles Involved and 
the 
necessity of 
candidly 
applying 
them, he n aturally feels th a t Austria 
can respond to the purpose of peace 
as expressed by the United States with 
less embarrassmen t than could Ger­ 
many. 
He would probably have gone 
much further had It not been for the 
embarrassmen ts of Austria’s alliances 
and of her dependence upon Germany. 
“After all, the test of whether it 
Is possible for either government to 
go any further in this comparison of 
views is simple and obvious. 


Princ iple s to Be Applie d. 
Tlie principles to be applied are 
th o se: 
“1. Thnt each part of the final set­ 
tlement must be based upon the essen­ 
tial justice of that particular cause 
and upon such adjustmen ts as are most 
likely to bring peace that will be per­ 
manent. 
“2. Thnt peoples and provinces are 
not to be bartered about from sov­ 
ereignty to sovereignty as if they were 
mere chattels and pawns iu a came, 
even the great game, now forever dis­ 
credited, of the balance of power; 
but that, 
“3. Every territorial settlemen t in­ 
volved in this w ar must be made in 
the interest and for the benefit of the 
populations concerned and not as a 
part of any adjustmen t or compromise 
of claims among rival states; and 
“4. T hat' all well defined national 
aspiration s shall be accorded the ut- 
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and development.' Having set our hand 
to the task of achieving it we shall 
not turn buck. 


Not Inte nde d a s Thre a t. 
“I hope that it is not necessary for 
me to add that no word of what I 
have said is intended as a threat. That 
is not the temper of our people. 
1 
have spoken thus only thnt the whole 
world may know the . true spirit of 
America—thn t men everywhere may 
know that our passion for justice and 
for self-government is no mere pas­ 
sion of words, but a passion which 
once set in action, must be satisfied. 
“The power of the United States is 
a menace to no nation or people. 
It 
will never be used in aggression or 
for the aggrandizement of any s e l f i s h 
interest of our own. 
It springs out of 
freedom and is for the service of free 
dom.”
